ELECTION AND REMARKS 



In the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that the Applicants must elect a 
single species for prosecution. The Examiner identified the following species:

The Examiner further indicated that there were no claims that were deemed 
generic. 

For continuing the prosecution on the merits, Applicants elect Species IV, claims 
1-13, drawn to the golf club head having a layer of vibration dampening and acoustical 
attenuating material on the inner surface of the crown. Dependent claim 1 1 cites that 
the vibration dampening material covers the entire inside surface of the crown, wherein 
new claim 27 claims only the material being integral with the outer edge of the crown. 
The new claim 27 is not to be confused with the original claim 14 which one may 
interpret as being a separate ring. The construction of new claim 27 is the same as 
claim 1 1 , except that the material does not cover the entire inside surface of the crown 
portion. 

Consequently, claims 14-26 have been cancelled without prejudice to Applicants' 
right to file one or more continuing applications directed to any subject matter not 
presently claimed. 

New claim 27 has been added. No new matter has been added by these 
amendments and additions.
